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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  addition  to  handling  routine  matters,  issuing  permits,  meeting  with  residents 
and  taxpayers,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  dealt  with  a  variety  of  other  issues 
during  1997. 

In  April,  and  again  in  October,  we  sold  a  total  of  five  lots  from  the  inventory  of 
Town-owned  property,  as  authorized  by  the  1997  Town  Meeting.  Not  only  did 
this  put  some  parcels  back  on  the  tax  rolls,  it  increased  Town  revenues.  We 
intend  to  offer  the  final  lot  again  in  April. 

Some  of  the  maintenance  items  we  had  in  mind  for  1997  were  put  on  hold, 
pending  removal  of  the  underground  fuel  storage  tank  at  the  Town  garage,  and 
results  of  soil  tests.  Preliminary  reports  are  that  we  have  some  cleanup  to  do 
and  we  have  recently  been  ordered  to  do  a  site  investigation.  Additional  funds 
are  being  requested  in  1998  for  investigation  and  cleanup. 

We  installed  an  artesian  well  at  the  Town  Offices-Life  Safety  Building  complex. 
The  dug  well  tiles  were  shifting  and  water  tests  were  revealing  bacteria  counts 
not  safe  for  drinking.  With  heavy  use,  the  well  would  often  be  dry. 

We  continue  to  wait  word  from  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
regarding  acceptable  closure  of  the  landfill.  With  continued  good  water  quality 
tests,  we  are  hopeful  DBS  will  find  an  alternative  method  of  closure 
satisfactory. 

An  ad  hoc  committee,  the  Building  Space  Needs  Committee,  reviewed  all  Town 
buildings  and  facilities  this  year.  A  report,  with  recommendations  and 
estimates,  was  recently  filed  with  the  Selectmen.  We  intend  to  review  it  over 
the  next  year,  and  present  recommendations  to  the  Town  in  1998. 

We  met  with  members  of  the  Sanbornton  Bay  Association  this  summer  and 
were  graciously  escorted  along  the  Winnisquam  shoreline.  As  a  result,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  our  assessor  Scott  Littlefield,  a  review  of  Winnisquam 
area  property  values  will  be  initiated  in  the  Spring.  Several  Association 
members  have  agreed  to  assist  Scott  in  collecting  data.  This  is  the  first  step  in 
our  review  of  sections  of  Town  in  preparation  for  our  next  revaluation. 

We  were  pleased  when  the  New  Hampton  Board  of  Selectmen  accepted  our 
invitation  for  a  joint  meeting  of  the  boards.  Selectmen  Mark  Denoncour, 
Laurence  Blood,  Chester  Bucher,  Jr.,  and  Administrative  Assistant  Barbara 
Lucus,  joined  us  in  September.  A  very  informative  discussion  of  issues 
common  to  both  communities  was  had.  We  have  been  invited  to  New 
Hampton  for  a  meeting  in  the  Spring. 
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Two  young  Sanbornton  people  deserve  recognition  for  tlieir  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  community.  Nick  Rago,  a  Plymouth  State  College  student,  with  lots  of 
computer  expertise,  designed  a  Town  web  page.  While  the  Town  is  not  yet 
connected,  visitors  can  check  out  the  site  at  www.interwebb.com/cities- 
towns/sanbornton/index.html,  thanks  to  Nick. 

We  would  also  like  to  recognize  and  congratulate  Catherine  Gilb,  the  thirteen 
year  old  who  led  the  successful  effort  to  expand  the  "934"  telephone  exchange 
to  include  Laconia  and  other  surrounding  communities.  Approximately  25%  of 
Sanbornton  residents  benefited  as  a  result  of  this  expansion.  Catherine's  work 
and  presentation  to  the  NH  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  nothing  less  than 
impressive.     Thank  you,  Catherine! 

In  March,  Peter  Hibberd  left  the  board.  We  thank  Peter  for  his  dedication  and 
service  to  the  Town  and  its  taxpayers.  We  welcome  Tom  Salatiello  back  and 
appreciate  his  multifaceted  perspective. 

Volunteer  service  is  something  we  sometimes  take  for  granted.  It  is  important. 
It  encourages  people  to  become  involved,  to  have  a  stake  in  the  community. 
We  cherish  our  volunteers  and  we  understand  when  they  feel  it  is  time  to  step 
back.  Such  is  the  case  with  the  resignation  of  Fire  Chief  Arthur  Dowling.  He 
has  given  much  to  Sanbornton  and  we  wish  to  thank  him. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  those  in  our  community  who  give  of  their  time, 
and  to  thank  our  dedicated  employees  who  carry  on  the  day-to-day  business  of 
the  Town.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  1997  TOWN  MEETING 

Town  of  Sanbornton 

State  of  New  Hampshire 

March  12, 1997 

The  1997  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  PM  by  the  Moderator, 
Donald  P.  Foudriat.  The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led  by  the  Moderator.  The 
invocation  was  led  by  Reverend  Leslie  Norman,  Pastor  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  in  Sanbornton.  Introductions  of  town  officials  were  made.  The  Moderator 
proceeded  to  read  the  Dedication  in  the  Town  Report.  This  year's  Dedication 
was  in  memory  of  Barbara  Prokosch.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  moment  of 
silence  to  remember  those  Sanbornton  residents  who  have  passed  away. 

The  Moderator  read  the  results  of  the  ballot  count  of  March  11,  1997.  506 
registered  voters  (31%  of  the  1621  registered  voters)  cast  ballots.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sanbornton  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1997  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
fmancial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express 
an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  fmancial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  fmancial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  fmancial  statement  presentation.

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  fmancial  position  of  the  Town  of  Sanbornton,  as  of  December  31,  1997,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements 
of  Town  of  Sanbornton  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  fmancial  statements  listed 
as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a 
required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sanbornton.

To 
qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5 
years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by 
such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In 
addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $18,400  or,  if 
married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $25,400;  and  own  net  assets  not 
in  excess  of  $35,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 

4.  To  vote  on  the  following  proposed  amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance: 

Amendment  #1 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows:

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

As  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  for 
a  job  well  done.  Again  this  past  year,  members  were  assigned  to  various 
departments  to  help  with  budgets  as  well  as  become  familiar  with  the  inner 
workings  of  the  department.  This  was  well  received  by  most  departments  and 
has  helped  the  Committee  better  understand  their  needs. 

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  had  two  Public  Hearings,  even  though  only 
one  is  required.  It  has  worked  out  well,  and  we  will  do  it  again  in  1999.  I  would 
like  to  see  this  become  a  tradition.  The  more  informed  the  Budget  Committee 
and  the  voters  are,  the  better  the  decisions  which  will  be  made.  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation.  The  new  Town  Building  Needs 
Committee  has  also  made  great  strides  toward  planning  for  the  future,  as  well 
as  identifying  immediate  needs.  Please  read  their  report  in  this  Town  Report. 
This  has  been  a  very  productive  year  for  the  Budget  Committee  and  this  is  due 
to  the  cooperation  received  from  all  departments. 

For  the  past  two  years  I  touched  upon  the  need  for  more  people  to  become 
involved  in  Town  Government.  This  need  still  exists.  Our  current  form  of 
government  is  the  purest  form  of  democracy,  and  it  will  be  lost  forever  if  the 
people  do  not  become  involved,  if  only  to  attend  a  meeting.  Do  not  expect  your 
neighbor  to  do  it  for  you.  If  each  voter  attended  one  meeting  per  year,  we  would 
have  a  full  house  at  every  meeting,  and  that  would  help  each  board  and 
committee  do  a  better  job  in  representing  the  needs  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  over-expended  the  Budget  this  past  year.  There  are 
several  reasons  for  this  happening,  as  I  see  it.  First,  three  departments  over- 
expended  their  budgets  by  a  large  amount.  The  Police  took  advantage  of  extra 
duty  in  Tilton,  causing  an  over-expenditure  of  $21,002.84;  Recreation  instituted 
a  Before  and  After  School  Program,  causing  an  over-expenditure  of  their  budget 
by  $6,516.29;  and  Highway,  with  a  second  year  of  snow  starting  in  November, 
and  an  unusual  equipment  repair,  had  an  over-expenditure  of  $42,940.28. 
Second,  the  Town  Office  has  had  some  computer  problems  with  both  hardware 
and  software.  Third,  bills  are  being  held  to  the  last  minute  before  they  are  turned 
in  for  payment.  Fourth,  the  books  are  being  held  open  until  the  20**"  of  the 
month.  Last,  but  not  least,  this  January  when  the  Office  was  trying  to  get  a  grip 
on  the  past  year,  we  had  an  ice  storm  second  to  none.  This  caused  undue 
pressure  on  the  Selectmen's  Office,  as  well  as  many  of  the  Department  Heads. 
Let  this  be  a  learning  experience  for  all  involved. 

Come  to  the  Town  Meeting  -  cast  your  vote  for  Town  Officers  on  Tuesday,  and 
attend  the  Business  Meeting  on  Wednesday  night.

BUILDING  SPACE  NEEDS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  members  of  the  Committee  are:  Ralph  Carter,  Chairman,  James  C.  Wells, 
Wayne  Elliott,  Earl  Leighton  Jr.,  and  Selectmen's  Representative,  Bill  Tobin. 
Bradley  Laughy  and  William  Cole  have  resigned. 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year.  The  Committee  met  with  all  department  heads 
and  committees  utilizing  town  buildings.  This  was  eye-opening  for  many  of  us. 
After  lengthy  discussions  and  a  hard  analysis  of  the  information  given  to  the 
Committee,  we  were  able  to  formulate  a  report  for  the  Selectmen.  The 
Committee  has  presented  the  report,  and  are  awaiting  direction  from  them. 

Some  other  accomplishments  this  year  are  the  installation  of  a  new  well  for  the 
Town  Office  and  Life  Safety  buildings,  a  new  lock  for  the  Town  Office  which 
meets  ADA  requirements,  a  new  fuel  tank  system  for  the  Life  Safety  building, 
and  removal  of  the  single  wall  fuel  tanks  at  the  Life  Safety  building  and  Highway 
Garage.  The  fuel  tank  project  has  some  additional  work  to  be  done  in  1998. 
When  the  tank  was  removed,  the  contractor  found  some  contamination  of  the 
soil  due  to  spillage,  not  the  tank  leaking.  The  reports  have  been  sent  to  the 
state.  The  Selectmen  are  awaiting  to  hear  from  them  for  the  next  course  of 
action  in  cleaning  it  up. 

At  this  time,  the  Committee  is  finalizing  a  cost  estimate  report  for  the 
Selectmen.  This  will  enable  them  to  better  budget  monies  for  necessary  repairs 
to  Town  facilities,  and  to  devise  the  most  cost-effective  methods  of  financing 
additions  and  new  buildings.  By  keeping  expenditures  at  a  steady  pace,  it  will 
hopefully  keep  the  town  budget  from  having  any  large  fluctuations. 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  input  at  the  joint  meetings  this  year.  I 
believe  this  was  very  productive  and  gave  everyone  involved  a  chance  to  voice 
their  opinions.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Sanbornton  Conservation  Commission  had  a  busy  year  reviewing 
numerous  Wetlands  Applications,  monitoring  conservation  easements,  over- 
seeing timber  operations,  walking  our  Town-owned  forests  and  continuing  the 
maintenance  of  the  trails  we  have  created. 

The  Heritage  Trail  has  been  an  enormous  success  thanks  to  our  leader,  Hal 
Graham.  Hal  attended  the  Franklin  Sportsman  Show,  and  many  local  people 
expressed  great  interest  in  his  trail  work,  and  loved  our  new  trail  map.  Hal  and 
Faith  led  a  hike  on  the  Heritage  Trail  for  the  Sanbornton  Historical  Society  on 
July  2"'',  and  followed  up  with  an  informal  "question  and  answer"  at  the  Lane 
Tavern.  Hal  has  done  several  lectures  for  many  different  towns  and  organiza- 
tions about  his  trail  work  and  he  hopes  to  soon  complete  a  video  for  all  to  enjoy. 

Many  of  our  applications  require  on-site  review.  These  primarily  concern 
shoreline  activities,  such  as  docks  and  retaining  walls.  Prior  to  our  meetings,  we 
have  also  walked  our  Town  Forest  properties,  met  with  electric  companies 
concerning  culling  and  pruning  trees  along  our  Scenic  Roads,  done  trail 
maintenance  and  reviewed  Town-owned  tracts  of  land  for  the  Selectmen.  Our 
Commission  also  enjoyed  a  boat  tour  of  the  Sanbornton  shorelines  on  Lake 
Winnisquam,  thanks  to  our  Co-Chairman  Don  Miller. 

Again  this  year  we  are  thankful  to  NH  Co-Op  for  their  gift  of  a  lovely  dogwood 
tree.  This  tree  was  planted  near  the  pond  by  our  Town  Office,  however  with  our 
diverse  weather  this  year,  the  poor  tree  is  struggling.  The  beautiful  sugar  maple, 
our  gift  of  two  years  ago,  is  healthy  and  growing  fast,  as  it  completes  the 
beautiful  tree  line  on  Pound  Road  next  to  our  aging,  ancient  old  maples. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  of 
each  month  under  the  dedicated  work  of  all  its  members  and  Chairman  Wayne 
Elliott.  The  public  is  always  welcome,  and  this  year  we  have  openings  for  new 
members  or  advisors.  We  encourage  you  to  come  join  the  fun,  for  informative 
meetings  and  wonderful  field  trips  in  our  beautiful  town  of  Sanbornton.

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ENHANCED  911  REPORT 

1997  saw  a  continued  rise  in  emergency  responses  for  both  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments.  We  wish  to  thank  those  of  you  have  posted  your  address  number 
correctly  at  the  roadside,  so  as  to  make  our  response  that  much  less  difficult. 
To  those  of  you  who  have  not  complied  with  the  1994  ordinance  on  posting  your 
address  so  as  to  be  visible  from  both  directions  of  travel,  visible  year  round,  and 
at  the  principle  entrance  to  your  property  (not  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street, 
if  your  mailbox  is  across  from  your  driveway),  you  still  need  to  mount  the 
number  on  a  fixed  object  at  the  entrance  to  your  property.  A  minimum  of  3  inch 
numbers  are  required  and  the  background  color  needs  to  be  in  contrast  to  the 
numbers.  We  strongly  suggest  you  do  so  -  "THE  LIFE  YOU  SAVE  BY  SAVING 
TIME,  MAY  BE  YOUR  OWN  OR  THAT  OF  A  LOVED  ONE". 

Copies  of  the  ordinance  are  available  at  the  Town  Office,  the  Fire  Station  and 
will  be  at  the  town  meeting.

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FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Departnnent  to  find  out  if  a  pernnit  is  required 
before  doing  any  open  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law, 
and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors, 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable 
for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  NH  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs,  as 
well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any 
questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at 
271-2217.  There  are  2,400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several 
Deputy  Wardens,  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression, 
prevention  and  law  enforcement.  The  1997  fire  season  was  a  safe  period  for 
wildland  firefighters  with  no  major  injuries  reported.  The  drought  conditions 
experienced  during  the  early  summer  months  was  a  significant  factor  resulting 
in  the  total  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens,  aid  in  the 
quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling 
the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs 
as  low  as  possible.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  bad  weather  of  winter  arrived  early,  and  in  the  November/December  period 
approximately  240  tons  of  salt  were  needed,  rather  than  the  approximate  90 
tons  usually  required  for  this  period. 

A  major  repair  on  the  Grader  was  required,  which  also  had  an  adverse  impact 
on  last  year's  budget. 

On  the  positive  side,  however,  there  was  the  substantial  improvement  of 
sections  of  three  roads,  through  the  use  of  the  Block  Grant  monies. 
Approximately  %  mile  of  Burleigh  Hill  Road  and  !4  mile  of  Meeting  House  Hill 
and  on  up  Tower  Hill  were  upgraded.  The  old  tar  was  reclaimed  (ground  up  and 
reused  as  base),  4  to  5  inches  of  ledge  pack  was  added,  and  a  top  coat  of  1 
inch  of  "hot  top"  completed  the  job. 

Hale  Road  was  shimmed  and  "hot  topped"  for  approximately  V^  mile  with  the 
remaining  Black  Grant  funds. 

The  drive  in  front  of  the  Library,  Congregational  Church  and  Town  Hall  was  also 
reclaimed  and  "hot  topped". 

Two  other  projects  were  worthy  of  note.  These  were  the  addition  of  10  foot 
extensions  to  two  4  foot  diameter  culverts,  one  on  Knox  Mountain  Road  and  the 
other  on  Perkins  Road.

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HIGHWAY  SAFETY/TRANSPORTATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  year  1997  was  a  very  active  one  for  the  Highway  Safety  Committee.  The 
Highway  Safety  and  Transportation  Advisory  Committees  decided  to  join  and 
form  a  joint  committee,  which  meets  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month. 
This  was  done  to  get  fresh  ideas  from  a  larger  number  of  members.  The  union 
has  proven  to  be  an  effective  one. 

The  Committee  has  also  made  some  public  safety  changes  on  some  of  our 
roads  by  adding  signs,  as  well  as  other  significant  changes,  such  as  re-working 
the  Cram  Road,  Perkins  Road,  and  Philbrook  Road  intersection. 

The  Committee  also  used  traffic  counters  on  several  roads  throughout  the 
summer  months,  to  try  and  give  us  some  ideas  of  our  traffic  volume,  and  how 
construction  in  surrounding  communities  is  affecting  us.  This  will  be  a 
continuing  project  over  the  next  several  years. 

The  Committee  has  also  been  monitoring  traffic  safety  issues  as  they  pertain  to 
our  new  elementary  school.  The  Committee  recommended  additional  lighting  to 
the  School  Board,  and  that  lighting  has  now  been  installed. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their 
dedication,  and  insure  that  we  will  continue  to  do  our  part  to  keep  our  roads  as 
safe  as  possible.

Approved  C.  Johnson's  remodeling  plans  for  the  former  W.  Wilson 
house  on  Rte.  132  north  of  the  Square 

•  May  8  -  Approved  the  O'Connor  construction  plans  for  a  new  home  on  Rte. 
132  in  the  Square. 

Approved  the  construction  of  a  small  8'  x  8'  storage  shed  on  the  Morse 
property  in  the  Square. 

Reviewed  correspondence  regarding  grants. 

•  May  30  -  Approved  Burke  plans  for  a  new  Cape  Cod  style  home  on  Hunkins 
Pond  Road. 

•  June  16  -  Approved  plans  for  a  two  car  garage  on  the  P.  Pitou  property  on 
Rte.  132  in  the  Square.

On  April  22,  1998,  Sanbornton  will  be  engaged  in  "Response  98",  along  with  the 
other  New  England  states  and  New  York.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  March  1997,  Sanbornton  passed  a  Zoning  Ordinance  amendment  relative  to 
radio  towers.  This  new  amendment  expanded  the  permitted  use  of  radio  towers 
into  additional  zones,  but  had  several  conditions,  such  as  the  location  to  be  in 
elevations  above  1200  feet,  a  maximum  height  of  150  feet,  and  a  minimum  of  a 
one  mile  radius  between  tower  sites.  Shortly  after  the  passage  of  this  amend- 
ment, the  Planning  Board  received  two  applications  for  radio  towers  with  less 
than  a  mile  between  them.  After  a  lengthy  review  and  several  hearings,  one  of 
the  applications  was  withdrawn  and  the  other  was  approved,  therefore,  the 
intent  of  the  amendment  was  met. 

A  variety  of  issues  were  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Board  this  past  year,  ranging 
from  the  radio  towers,  temporary  special  events  (i.e.  concerts),  to  a  conceptual, 
very  large  scale,  commercial  development.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  has 
also  experienced  a  steady  increase  in  applications  for  subdivisions,  boundary 
line  adjustments  and  site  plan  reviews. 

The  Planning  Board  held  public  hearings  and  finalized  the  updated  Subdivision 
and  Site  Plan  regulations.  The  Board  spent  considerable  time  discussing  and 
reviewing  the  fees  charged  for  these  applications.  The  review  indicated  that 
Sanbornton's  fees  were  quite  lower  than  other  towns  which  also  relied  on 
technical  assistance  provided  by  a  planner.  The  Board  recently  made  the 
determination  to  raise  the  fees  to  appropriately  reflect  the  amount  of  technical 
assistance  and  time  provided  by  the  Town's  planner. 

The  1997-2002  Capital  Improvements  Program  (CIP)  update  was  reviewed  by 
the  Board.  The  Board  decided  to  hold  off  on  a  further  update,  pending  the 
report  from  the  Building  Needs  Committee  on  town  facilities  The  Building 
Needs  Committee  report  has  now  been  released  with  their  recommendations. 
These  recommendations  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  and  will  be 
reviewed  further  during  the  CIP  update  process. 

The  Planning  Board  also  met  with  the  other  land  use  boards  at  a  joint  meeting 
to  discuss  issues  and  possible  amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance. 
The  topics  covered  were  the  Highway  Commercial  District,  Special  Events,  Site 
Plan  Review  in  the  Commercial  District,  the  Aquifer  District,  Re-codification  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  Elderly  Care  Facilities.  The  Highway  Commercial 
District  issue  was  discussed  at  length,  and  the  joint  boards  agreed  that  this  area 
should  be  reviewed  in  depth.  Following  this  meeting,  the  Planning  Board 
drafted  and  held  a  public  hearing  on  sixteen  proposed  amendments.  A  majority 
of  the  amendments  are  "housekeeping"  and  the  intent  is  to  clarify  the 
Ordinance,  and  to  eliminate  inconsistencies  and  outdated  material. 

An  expansion  of  the  Planner's  hours  and  duties  were  presented  to  the  Board  by 
the  Selectmen.  The  duties  would  include  continued  technical  assistance  to  the 
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(Planning  Board  continued) 

Planning  Board,  and  be  expanded  to  provide  technical  assistance  on  zoning 
enforcement,  building  permits,  updating  and  obtaining  resources  and  informa- 
tion to  ensure  that  decisions  are  knowledgeable  and  consistent,  as  well  as 
providing  technical  assistance  to  the  public  and  other  land  use  boards.  This 
proposal  was  received  quite  favorably  by  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  approved  the  following  subdivisions,  boundary  line 
adjustments,  and  site  plans  during  their  monthly  hearings  which  are  held  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  the  month.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Again  this  year,  tlie  Town  of  Sanbornton  furnished  assistance  to  twenty-four 
families.  The  greatest  portion  of  assistance  was  in  the  form  of  rent,  followed 
second  by  assistance  with  food.  Other  areas  of  assistance  included  utilities  and 
medications.  One  hundred  twenty-six  vouchers  were  written  this  year  for  a  total 
expenditure  of  $24,571.51. 

The  Welfare  Department  received  sources  of  help  from  the  Tilton-Northfield- 
Sanbornton  Fund,  the  Crisis  Reserve  Fund,  the  Sanbornton  Bay  Homemakers, 
as  well  as  individual  contributions. 

Reimbursements  to  the  Town  totaled  two  hundred  twenty-five  dollars.  Hopefully 
the  improved  economy  and  growth  in  the  area  will  increase  future 
reimbursements  to  the  Town. 

This  will  be  my  only  report  as  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare,  as  a  new  elected 
Overseer  will  continue  the  efforts  of  past  Overseers.  Thank  you  all  for  the 
privilege  to  serve  my  community.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

As  we  reflect  back  upon  1997,  we  recall  the  many  recreation  progranns  enjoyed 
by  Town  residents  of  all  ages.  During  1997,  the  Recreation  Commission 
organized  and  coordinated  seventeen  recreation  programs.  Listed  and 
described  below  are  the  1997  programs  which  the  Commission  has  provided  for 
our  community: 

BEACHES:  The  beach  programs  are  a  major  task  of  the  Commission.  The 
preparation  of  both  the  Winnisquam  and  Hermit  beaches  for  summer  usage 
included  the  following:  cleaning;  raking;  repairing  rafts  and  anchoring  them; 
painting,  re-roping,  and  putting  out  safety  buoys;  arranging  for  telephone 
service,  garbage  pickup,  water  testing,  toilet  facilities,  and  the  replacement  of 
old  picnic  tables.  The  "carry  in/carry  out"  policy  was  again  used  for  trash 
management.  Members  of  the  Commission  continued  to  monitor  the  beaches 
throughout  the  summer. 

The  Commission  interviewed,  hired,  and  supervised  three  Red  Cross  Certified 
Lifeguards  to  maintain  safety  at  both  beaches,  seven  days  a  week,  throughout 
the  summer.  They  were  Jessica  Landry,  David  Kenney  and  Angela  Barney. 

WATER  SAFETY  INSTRUCTION:  Swimming  instructors  Jessica  Landry  and 
David  Kenney  gave  lessons  to  76  Sanbornton  children.  Lessons  were  given  for 
three  weeks,  5  days  a  week,  with  one  week  for  make-up  lessons  at  each  beach. 

SOCCER:  One  hundred  and  forty-four  children,  grades  K-8,  participated  in  the 
Sanbornton  Soccer  Program's  twelfth  year.  It  was  our  first  year  to  play  games 
against  the  Andover,  Tilton-Northfield  and  Franklin  teams.  An  association  was 
organized  by  the  four  towns.  The  awards  ceremony  was  held  at  the  Sanbornton 
Town  Park  field. 

LASSIE  LEAGUE:  Now  in  its  fifth  year,  the  girl's  softball  league  grew  to  add  a 
team  for  girls  from  13  to  15.  We  hope  the  Lassie  League  will  continue  to  grow. 

HALLOWEEN  PARTY:  Two  hours  of  games,  face-painting  and  much  more 
was  held  again  at  the  Sanbornton  Town  Hall. 

SUMMER  DAY  CAMP  AND  YOUTH  SPORTS:  Day  Camp  was  held  at  the 
Sanbornton  Central  School  for  ages  5-12.  Debbie  Bourne  and  Robin  Allar  were 
hired  to  operate  the  program.  The  program  included  field  trips,  arts  &  crafts, 
sports,  and  many  other  fun  and  learning  experiences. 

YOUTH  BASKETBALL:  This  was  the  first  year  for  forty-six  children  in  grades 
K-8  to  play  basketball  at  the  Sanbornton  Central  School.  We  also  joined  a 
tournament  with  some  of  the  surrounding  towns.  Our  third  and  forth  graders 
took  second  place.  Their  trophy  is  at  the  School. 
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(Recreation  continued) 

SENIOR  CITIZEN  TRIPS:  We  did  not  do  any  trips  this  year,  as  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  much  interest.  If  anyone  is  interested  in  Senior  trips  or  has  ideas  for 
other  Senior  programs,  please  contact  us. 

ADULT  BASKETBALL:  Fifteen  adults  play  basketball  every  Tuesday  night  at 
the  Sanbornton  Central  School. 

AEROBICS:  Aerobics  classes  were  held  every  Monday  and  Wednesday  night 
through  April.  The  instructor,  Kathy  Friel  was  unable  to  return  in  the  fall.  If 
anyone  is  interested,  let  us  know. 

BEFORE  &  AFTER  SCHOOL:  This  program  began  in  September,  with  twenty 
children.  Lisa  Hull  and  Virginia  Colby  are  the  instructors.  Thanks  to  them  for 
making  this  such  a  wonderful  program. 

TOWN  PARK;  There  were  many  improvements  made  at  the  Town  Park  this 
year.  The  parking  lot  was  enlarged,  two  backstops  were  put  in,  development  of 
a  baseball  diamond  was  begun,  and  bleachers  were  build  and  painted. 

Other  programs  that  the  Commission  sponsored  and/or  assisted  with  included: 
skating  lessons,  family  skating  at  the  Tilton  School  Rink,  support  for  the 
Sanbornton  Youth  Baseball  League  (170  children/15  teams),  adult  softball, 
tennis,  the  Christmas  Tree  Lighting,  and  the  Red  Sox  game  at  Fenway  Park. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  many  community  members  who 
volunteered  their  time,  energy  and  enthusiasm  to  this  year's  programs.  We  have 
had  an  all-time  high  in  the  number  of  volunteers  this  year.  You  are  what  makes 
it  possible  for  the  Town  of  Sanbornton  to  have  such  wonderful  programs  for  the 
people  to  enjoy.  The  members  of  the  Commission  appreciate  all  the  time,  effort 
and  support  that  you  put  in  to  help  make  all  the  programs  the  best  they  can  be. 
We  hope  that  we  will  see  you  all  in  1 998. 

Goals  for  1998  include  the  following: 

1)  To  further  develop  the  baseball  field  at  the  Town  Park. 

2)  To  expand  and  make  more  improvements  at  the  Town  Park. 

3)  To  do  improvements  at  the  two  beaches. 

4)  To  develop  new  programs. 

5)  To  complete  a  storage/snack  shack  at  the  Town  Park. 

6)  To  continue  with  adult  volleyball  at  Sanbornton  Central  School,  on 
Thursdays  from  7  to  9  pm.

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SANBORNTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  new  year  began  with  many  books  and  materials  purchased  for  our  library 
patrons,  and  saw  an  increase  in  school  use  and  town  card  holders.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  a  town  that  really  cares  about  its  library.  We  have  become  an 
information  center  and  also  a  community  center  for  all  residents.  Whether  you 
visit  us  to  read  the  paper,  or  check  out  materials,  or  to  find  out  when  the  next 
Scout  meeting  is,  we  try  to  meet  everyone's  requests  and  welcome  all. 

We  had  an  outstanding  evening  program  on  Beekeeping  given  by  Greg 
Sanderson  which  was  enjoyed  by  students  and  adults  alike.  The  use  of  the 
upstairs  room  continues  with  Moulton's  Band  rehearsals.  Girl  Scouts,  and  the 
Beekeepers  Association,  all  meeting  there  on  a  regular  basis.  The  Historic 
District  Commission  also  holds  its  meetings  and  hearings  at  the  library. 

The  summer  program,  "Take  Me  To  Your  Readers",  was  a  fun  event  for  the 
children.  The  Town's  Day  Camp  students  attended  the  program  along  with  kids 
from  throughout  the  Town. 

Our  computer  programs  keep  expanding,  with  Internet  access  in  our  future. 
I.L.L.  is  fully  available,  along  with  Supercat,  a  program  whereby  we  print  our 
own  file  cards. 

On  October  3"^,  a  new  furnace  was  installed  at  the  library.  Shortly  afterward,  an 
unpleasant  odor  spread  through  the  building,  causing  discomfort  to  the  staff  and 
patrons,  and  eventually  closing  the  library  for  repairs.  The  heating  ductwork  and 
insulation  in  the  crawl  space  was  completely  removed.  New  metal  ducts,  new 
insulation,  and  supports  replaced  the  old  system. 

During  this  extensive  and  difficult  work  in  the  crawl  space  under  the  library,  we 
set  up  temporary  quarters  at  the  Lane  Tavern.  We  would  like  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Sanbornton  Historical  Society  for  their  generosity  in  opening 
their  building  for  us  during  the  months  of  November  and  December. 

On  December  30*^  &  3^^\  we  moved  back  to  our  library  where  repairs  were 
completely  finished  and  the  whole  building  cleaned,  and  we  began  the  process 
of  unpacking  and  re-shelving  our  collection  and  renewing  our  patron  use.  We 
look  fonA/ard  to  offering  many  new  books  for  the  start  of  1998,  and  seeing  many 
of  you  back  at  our  regular  quarters.  We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  keep  our 
library  building's  maintenance  up  to  date,  and  realize  our  need  for  expansion  in 
the  near  future.

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TRUSTEE  OF  CEMETERY  FUNDS  REPORT 

The  old  family  burial  sites  in  New  England  are  called  "graveyards".  The  larger, 
community  burial  grounds  are  appropriately  called  "cemeteries".  Sanbomton 
has  over  75  old  graveyards.  The  care  and  repair  of  the  old  graveyards  in 
Sanbomton,  where  there  is  no  funding,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Town. 

In  1997,  a  major  project  was  completed  on  the  retaining  wall  that  runs  along  the 
road  at  the  Morrison  yard  on  Woodman  Road.  In  other  places,  fallen  trees  were 
removed  without  damage  to  old  stones.  Brush  was  removed,  grounds  mowed 
and  stones  repaired.  Further  charting  was  done  for  the  Town  records. 

Cost  of  care  and  repairs  in  the  graveyards  was  $1,950  for  1997.  Volunteer  work 
helped  defray  some  of  the  Town's  expense.  The  appropriation  was  for  $1,950.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  REPORT 

The  Sanbornton  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  heard  ten  cases  in  1997,  five  of 
which  were  seeking  variances  and  five  were  applications  for  special  exceptions. 

The  Zoning  Board  is  a  board  of  Town  citizens  who  can  hear  appeals  from 
individuals  who  feel  wronged  by  inflexible  zoning  ordinances  and  the 
administrative  decisions  of  other  Town  boards.  Special  exceptions  to  our  zoning 
ordinances  can  also  be  granted  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

Coming  to  the  Zoning  Board  provides  the  first  step  in  the  appeals  process 
before  entering  the  court  system.  Decisions  of  the  Zoning  Board  are  based  on 
State  law,  legal  precedent  and  the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance. 

As  stated  in  Article  1  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  the  Sanbornton  Zoning  Board 
exists  "for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  morals,  prosperity, 
convenience  or  general  welfare,  as  well  as  efficiency  and  economy  in  the 
process  of  development  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Sanbornton,  New 
Hampshire,  by  securing  safety  from  fire,  panic  and  other  dangers,  providing 
adequate  areas  between  buildings  and  various  rights-of-way,  by  preserving  the 
rural  charm  now  attached  to  our  Town,  the  promotion  of  good  civic  design  and 
arrangements,  wise  and  efficient  expenditure  of  public  funds,  and  the  adequate 
provision  of  public  utilities  and  other  public  requirements,  and  by  other  means." 

The  Zoning  Board  meets  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month,  as  cases 
require.  Applications  for  special  exceptions  or  variances  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Selectmen's  Office.  If  an  applicant  needs  assistance  in  completing  the 
applications,  please  call  the  clerk  to  schedule  a  time  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Offices.  Completed  applications  should  be  returned  by  the  first  day  of  a  given 
month  in  order  to  be  heard  that  month.  Every  effort  is  made  to  hear  all  cases 
submitted,  but  in  rare  instances,  the  clerk  may  carry  a  case  over  to  the  following 
month.

The 
LRPC  works  to  benefit  the  member  communities  and  the  region  overall.  The 
LRPC  has  expertise  in  land  use  and  transportation  planning,  master  planning, 
environmental  planning,  capital  improvement  programming,  economic  and 
community  development,  housing,  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis, 
geographic  information  systems,  household  hazardous  waste  collections, 
engineering,  and  site  plan  review.

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NEW  BEGINNINGS  REPORT 

On  behalf  of  New  Beginnings  -  A  Wonnen's  Crisis  Center,  I  would  like  to  thank 
the  Town  of  Sanbornton  for  its  continued  support.  Your  $1,000  allocation  for 
1997  assisted  us  In  providing  emergency  services,  advocacy  and  support  to 
victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence. 

Publicity  surrounding  the  issue  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence  and  its 
devastating  effects  on  families  and  children,  has  resulted  In  a  significant 
Increase  In  requests  for  our  services.  Our  records  indicate  that  we  had  5 
contacts  with  Sanbornton  residents  in  1993,  11  contacts  in  1994,  38  in  1995,  50 
In  1996,  and  60  contacts  in  1997.  In  addition.  In  1997,  New  Beginnings  met  with 
the  Superintendent  and  a  group  of  principals  and  guidance  counselors  in  the 
Winnisquam  Regional  School  district.  Our  Educational  Outreach  Program  in 
grades  Kindergarten  through  Grade  2,  reached  643  students.  We  were  also 
participants  In  a  health  fair,  open  to  the  public  at  the  Winnisquam  Regional  High 
School.  We  see  these  meetings  and  workshops  as  opportunities  for  growth  in 
services  in  Sanbornton.  Our  agency  documented  4,479  requests  for  service  in 
1997,  of  which  172  were  residence  unknown. 

As  you  know.  New  Beginnings  staffs  a  24-hour  crisis  line  solely  with  volunteers. 
We  operate  a  full-time  shelter  for  women  and  children  and  have  safe  homes  for 
male  victims.  We  provide  support  and  advocacy  at  courts,  hospitals,  police 
stations,  and  social  service  agencies.  New  Beginnings  also  offers  peer  support 
groups  for  victims  of  domestic  violence  and  sexual  assault;  assists  with  needs 
assessment,  case  management,  and  housing  options;  and  does  community 
outreach  and  education  programs  for  teens  and  adults.  All  our  services  are 
provided  free  of  charge. 

We  are  members  of  the  state-wide  NH  Coalition  Against  Domestic  and  Sexual 
Violence,  promoting  statewide  networking  and  resource  sharing  among  the 
domestic  violence  and  sexual  assault  programs.  The  Coalition  Is  the  evaluating 
body  and  administrator  of  state  and  federal  contracts  that  provide  subsidiary 
funding  for  member  programs,  and  advocates  for  legislative  change  that  affects 
victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  assault. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  solid  support  of  the  Sanbornton  community.  We  are 
dedicated  to  human  service,  social  responsibility  and  fiscal  accountability.  New 
Beginnings  represents  a  very  finite  portion  of  the  Sanbornton  budget,  but  the 
returns  are  immeasurable.  We  welcome  your  participation  In  our  efforts  to 
Insure  a  world  of  safety  for  ourselves  and  our  children.  Volunteers  are  always 
needed  and  the  opportunity  to  serve  is  fulfilling  and  satisfying.

In  the  coming  year  of  1998,  we  are  retiring  our  1968  International  Pumper  and 
replacing  it  with  a  1997  Freightliner  Engine  having  a  1,250  gallon  per  minute 
pump  and  a  1,000  gallon  water  tank;  it  also  has  foam  capability.  WFD  raised 
over  $28,000  towards  the  new  fire  truck,  and  now  are  starting  to  raise  funds  to 
go  towards  replacing  the  1980  ambulance  within  the  next  few  years. 

The  Department  consists  of  24  active  members.  Twenty  of  the  members  are 
state  certified  to  Fire  Fighter  Level  1,  and  five  are  Career  Level.  We  have  11 
active  EMTs,  8  certified  to  the  Intermediate  Level  with  IV  certification,  3  with 
Endotrachial  intubation,  and  4  with  medication  intervention. 


We  would  like  to  thank  all  who  aided  us  in  raising  money  for  the  new  fire  truck, 
and  will  appreciate  any  continued  support  during  the  ensuing  year.

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YOUTH  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM   REPORT 

The  Youth  Assistance  Program  continues  to  serve  the  communities  of 
Sanbornton,  Tilton  and  Northfield — ^the  youth,  families  and  townspeople.  Thirty- 
three  young  people  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  eighteen  took  part  in  the 
sixteen  hour  Challenge  Course  sponsored  by  the  Drug  Free  Schools  and 
Communities  Grant.  Five  youths  went  through  the  YES  program — a  shoplifters 
program,  and  thirteen  youths  did  community  service  work  ordered  by  the  courts. 

Hal  Graham  from  Sanbornton  worked  with  many  of  our  kids  doing  community 
service  work  for  the  Trailwrights,  BRATTS,  and  Heritage  Trail.  They  cleared 
hiking  trails,  installed  waterbars  for  drainage,  and  rebuilt  rock  steps.  They 
worked  on  Belknap  Mountain,  Gunstock,  the  Heritage  Trail  between  Franklin 
and  Sanbornton,  and  other  areas.  Much  more  work  is  needed  since  the  ice 
storm  this  January.  Hal  has  been  great  with  these  young  people.  They  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  give  of  their  time  and  energy  to  our  community,  and  to  learn 
some  important  lessons  about  this  beautiful  area  in  which  they  live.  Some  of  the 
other  community  service  sites  and  projects  in  1997  were  the  Veterans  Home, 
library,  police  stations,  roadways  and  public  areas  for  trash  pickup,  and 
individual  aid  to  community  members  in  need. 

Cases  come  to  the  Youth  Assistance  Program  for  crimes  such  as  shoplifting, 
theft,  assault,  possession  of  drugs  and/or  drug  paraphernalia,  truancy, 
incorrigible  behavior,  criminal  mischief,  fire  setting,  vandalism  and  others. 
Youths  are  required  to  pay  restitution  for  stolen  items  and  damage  done  to 
property.  Apologies  are  required  in  most  cases.  Projects  relating  to  the  offense 
and  the  personal  issues  of  each  youth  are  often  a  part  of  each  contract.  We 
spend  more  time  with  each  youth  than  similar  programs.  Most  contracts  require 
three  months  to  complete  and  when  needed,  we  see  the  individual  for  an 
extended  period  of  time.  Our  most  recently  compiled  statistics  on  recidivism 
show  that  89%  of  the  youth  who  completed  our  Court  Diversion  Program  did  not 
get  in  trouble  with  the  law  again. 

The  Youth  Assistance  Program  works  closely  with  the  police,  schools  and 
townspeople.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  given.  The  program  continues  to 
be  effective  because  of  the  people  who  care  about  the  very  important  resource 
of  our  young  people.
